The Williams place Is situated five 
miles northeast of town and contains 
an unusually lot of fine farm build­ 
ings. The farm is occupied by Mrs. 
Williams, her daughter and son aud 
hired man. The barn was closed at 
seven o’clock in the evening and no 
one entered it that she knows of un­ 
til fire was set. There is little doubt 
but what it was set. At about three 
O’c'ock Saturday morning Mrs. Wil­ 
liams discovered the fire. The whole 
building was 
a 
seething mass of 
flames when she discovered it but it 
had not broken through. 
She imme­ 
diately aroused tbe family and pre­ 
parations were made 10 prevent the 
spread to other buildings. 
A large 
machine shed and double crib were 
located at the corner of tbe barn but 
In it was a large tank full of water, 
and although this building was fre­ 
quently on fire, Mrs. Williams with 
the assistance of her son, daughter 
and hired man succeeded in saving it. 
The crib was full of corn and the loss 
would have been much larger. 
All of the cows were in the barn 
fastened in stantions, but when Mrs 
Williams got to the fire the cows 
were all cut and only two of them 
burned at all, so they had to be killed. 
The others seemingly bad not been 
near the fire. Tbe horses bad also 
been cut lo<%e but ail were burned as 
well as six calves. 
The oats were over head and all 
burned as well as 100 tons of hay, 
harness and all the tools of the farm 
which were kept in a room In one 
corner. The total loss is close to $ 2,- 
000 with $ 1,600 insurance, John Her­ 
bert lost his barn in the same neigh­ 
borhood about a year ago in a very 
mysterious manner and it looks as 
though there would be work fora 
vlgilence committee.

S t Petersburg, Jan. 31.—The fallow­ 
ing disp atch is received from Tiflia 
telling details of the assassination of 
General Griaznoff. It is dated Jan. 20: | 
“The murder today of General Grioz- J 
noff, chief of staff of the viceroy of the 
Caucasus, was most dramatic and a u­ 
dacious. 
The assassin evidently had 
studied the habits of his victim, and 
lay m wait behind n wall of the AfexH 
ander garden op p osite the entrance of 
the p alace, where a carriage was drawn 
up to tak e the general for his daily • 
drive. 
As all susp icious p ersons are 
liable to be searched in the streets by 
> 
the p olice and military p atrols the as­ 
sassin imp ersonated a p ainter, carrying 
the bomb with which he committed 
the crime concealed in a p aint can. He 
was thus able to p ass the sentry p osted 
at the gates ol' the p ark , and reached 
his p lace of ambush without arousing 
susp icion. 
General Griaznoff. clad in 
a crimson uniform and the white iamb e 
wool sliap k a, or cap , worn by the vice­ 
roy's aide-de-camp , made a shining tar­ 
get for the crouching assassin.
